Report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 


The  schools  in  town  have  shown  great  impiovement  the 
past  j-ear.  We  believe  that  each  teacher  employed  has 
done  faithful  and  efficient  work  in  her  school,  and  tlmt  all 
tlie  pupils  as  a  rule  have  done  all  that  could  reasonably  be 
expected.  They  have  done  well,  besides  what  is  to  follow 
in  the  statistical  portion  of  our  report.  We  would  say 
that  the  amount  expended  for  repairs  was  principly  for 
tlie  followino-  items. 

The  flag-staff  at  the  grammar  school  has  been  repainted 
and  reset,  and  a  portion  of  the  I'oof  shingled. 

The  north  school  has  been  shingled  entiie  with  the  best 
of  material. 

The  old  wooden  steps  at  the  village  primary  have  been 
replaced  with  good  granite  ones.  We  found  last  spring 
that  the  north  cellar  at  this  school  contained  considerable 
water  and  ice,  causing  a  good  deal  of  dampness,  and  de- 
caying bark  and  chips,  which  made  it  necessary  to  clean 
out  the  entire  cellar  bottom.
